London, June 25 — The Queen has con- 
ferred a peerage upon Mr. Rowland Winn, 
parliamentary secretary of tho treasury 
in the new ministry.

Hon. Aretas Akers Douglas, member of 
parliament for Kent, will be tho new con- 
servative whip. 

At a meeting of the conservatives the 
Marquis of Salisbury, referring to the po- 
litical situation, enid he felt sure that all 
would agree that a timorous policy would 
be unwise, if not fatal. He reckoned up- 
on the united support of his party. 

Sir Stafford Northcote expressed entire 
concurrence with the Marquis of Salis- 
bury in tho line of action, and the pro- 
posals for future proceedings were har- 
monious throughout. 

The meeting unanimously approved tho 
action taken by the Marquis of Salisbury 
It wbb thought, however, tliat the liberals 
ought to have given inure detinue assur- 
ances. 

London, Juno 20. — The Jewish Chron - 
icle says: The elevation of Sir Nathaniel 
1 Do Rothschild to the peerage sheds lustre 
upon the entire Jewish community. The 
creation of the lirsi Jewish peer is olio of 
the moat significant acts uf Mr. Gladstone. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, June 26. — The bundesrath has 
rejected Prince Bismarck's proposal to 
tax the barrels in which American petro- 
leum is imported as articles of coopers' 
work. The proposed tax would largely 
increase the cost of petroleum. 

Prince Bismarck has ordered the pre- 
paration of plans for a canal to connect, 
tbe Rhine and JSuia rivers. 

AFRICA. 

LoxpON, June 25.— The governor of 
Qabojon reports that a number of German 
sailors froni tho frigate Bismarck recently 
seized the wife of a native and 'murdered 
her husband, who was attempting to de- 
fend her- Tho governor boarded the Bis- 
marck and demanded tho surrender of 
the assassins, but Admiral Knurr refused 
to give them up. 

PERU. 

Lima, Juno 25. —The steamship Puno 
arrived yesterday with 53 survivors from 
the wreck of the Italia. Tiiero are 70 
persons missing, and so far as known only 
8 passengers were saved, while only 1 of 
the crew was lost. Tho greatest confu- 
sion ensued immediately after the vessel 
itruok. The shock strained the vessel so 
that tho doors of the cabin could not be 
opened, thus imprisoning tho passengers. 
Tho captain was not on deck at tho timo 
of the accidont. The disaster was duo 
to wrong wrdurs given by tho third oflicer, 
who has since committed suicide. Great 
credit is bestowed on the heroic efforts of 
the purser to save the passengers, The 
purser's boat was swamped when the 
steamer sunk. The passengers who es- 
caped to ' land underwent fearful suffer- 
ings bofore they reached an estate, where 
succor was promptly afforded. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Juno 2-L — William 
Voegtling, the well known scenic painter, 
on trial t}ie past two days on a charge of 
bigamy, was acquitted to-day.

SIR PETER LUMSDEN IN LONDON 

Sir Peter Luuistlun, who arrived iu Lon- 
ilou oil the 6th June from Afghanistan, is 
most outs'iokon ir. dfatuiciiit'iou of the 
Gladstone government, llo says that the 
impression had gone forth throughout the 
cast that General Komaroff's word hud be-on 
believed before his, even by out- government, 
and ho must suppose that, us the govern- 
ment were perfectly aware of this, they 
wore content that such an impres- 
sion should exist. He must repent, 
however, for his own part, that Gen. 
KoumroiV's action at Penjdoh was one of 
unprovoked and totally unjustifiable aggres- 
sion. To arbitrate on the matter would be 
more nonsense, unless the arbitration wore 
conducted with the rigorous impartiality of 
a court-martial — a thing impossible in the 
circumstances. Sir Peter said that he had 
not spoken to General Komaroff himself, 
hut he had Had an interview with Colonel 
AlikhaiiulV, a man whom he described as 
possessed of extraordinary cleverness, and 
with the niiist versatile talents— a good 
linguist, draughtsman, talker and intriguer. 
"My conversation with Alikhauoff did not 
Inst long, however, " said Sir Peter, "for we 
fell «>ut at once whou he began to put some 
of his own fancy coloring in his picture uf 
the Kushk atl'.ur. Col. Alikhauol! went 
about openly boasting among the 
Afghans tliut Russia did not in- 
tend to be satisfied with a miser- 
able strip of siiml on the Afghan frontier, 
but meant to take Herat in due tune, and 
a grout deal after that. " Sir Peter Lums- 
den believes that the evacuation of Can- 
dahar was a heavy mistake on tho part of 
the Gladstone cabinet, and that it bus 
been the origin of nil the k subset|uent trou- 
ble. Another mistake he considers, was 
tho treating uf Uussun diplomatists us if 
they were Europeans, instead uf Asiatics, 
as they are in their utlor disregard of the 
truth. On the faith of meaningless Rus- 
sian promises we assured the Afghans 
thut they should not be attacked, and we 
rendered ourselves ridiculous, us well us 
odious to them, when wu loft General 
Komaroff deliberate aggression unpunish- 
ed. "The Afghans, however," said Sir 
Peter, "took the affair, on the whole, with 
more philosophy than might have been 
expected." For awhile they showed their 
resentment by boycotting the general and 
his officers, delaying their mails on ono 
occasion for 18 days, and sulkily pretend- 
ing that floods with the cause of this; but 
after a tune, when they saw that their 
Ameer did not mean ru pick u quarrel 
with England, they showed themselves 
tolerably friendly again. 

"Nevertheless," proceeded General 
Lumsden, ''our reputation for good faith 
bus suffered considerably among them, and 
we are still more deeply disgraced in In- 
dia. What makes all this the harder to 
bear is the certainty L have that the Rus- 
sians would never have urged any of then' 
absurd demands if they hud behoved for 
a moment that our government was in 
oarnest about resisting them. They were 
not prepared for war, they did not mean 
war; but then they knew that they were 
dealing with a government which did not 
mean to light either, an they played a g.imo 
of diplomacy and bluster, and won it." 

As regards the future, Jsir Peter thought 
that the frontier negotiations might drug 
on for years. Tho Russians were experts 
in such procrastinations, and it was their 
policy to keep the frontier question open 
us long us possible ill order to make use 
of it for extracting further concessions, 
as opportunity might serve. For tho rest, 
the prospects of Laigland in Asia and 
India would bo for the future exactly 
what her government and people chose 
to make them. Russia was increasing her 
armaments, and h ,d a clear policy "f ag- 
grandizement before her. If England 
chose to blind her eyes to the fact, and 
was too indifferent to her own interests to 
take measures for thwarting the schemes 
of her avowed enemy, she would have to 
reap the consequences. Incidentally, IS ir 
Reter Lumsden mentioned that the Rus- 
sians could now send gunboats and other 
light cruft from the Baltic to the Caspian 
by river and canal, and could transport 
troops in thorn. < )n the other hand, he 
remarked that there was a growing dis- 
affection under Russian rule among tho 
Turkestan tribes, and that Russia hud 
done herself a great deal of harm by 
levying an almost prohibitive duty on 
merchandise brought from the east to the 
markets of Baku. This had been done 
in redemption uf a pledge given by (.he 
Czar to the protectionist, merchants of 
Moscow; but the eti'ect. of the measure 
had been to drive away nearly all trade 
from Baku. 

CANADIAN TRADES ROUTES. 

The New York Maritime Register in 
its issue of June 17th has the following 
common sense article on Canada's freight 
route to the sea from the west: "Canada 
is unfortunate in one respect. She has 
no trade route for winter exports. Hali- 
fax is about her only winter port and thus 
far there has been no strong effort made 
to make '.hat the terminus for winter 
trade from the west. The nearest port 
that deep water vessels can reach natur- 
ally attract trade, and principally fur this 
reason, Canadian trade in winter goes to 
the, nearest port in the United States, 
This is one reason why Portland and Bos- 
ton aro at certain seasons of the year 
practically Canadian ports. In the season 
of open navigation Canada lias plenty of 
ports for ocean steamers, and not only 
ought to send all of ller own trade, but it 
great deul of our trade through thosu 
ports. Canada has apparently several 
routes for her European trade, but in 
reality has only one worthy the name — 
the St. Lawrence river route. Much at- 
tention is given at present to the possi- 
bilities promised by 'lie Hudson Bay route, 
but there is enough already known con- 
cerning Hudson B,iy and Straits to 
make it exceedingly impossible thai 
linos of trading steamers will over run 
through Hudson Straits even for tho very 
short time that navigation is open there. 
The St. Lawrence route, however, supple- 
mented as it is by trunk railroads, is one 
of the natural routes of this continent 
and should at all times be able to bold the 
commerce of a very huge part of the 
west and northwest. It possesses natural 
advantages which it is almost impossible 
to compote against. It is true that suc- 
cessful competition seems to have been 
made lately, but these are times of ex- 
traordinary business depression and un- 
natural means, which disappear at the 
first movement toward business revival, 
are used to influence trade. To this must 
bo added the suicidal policy adopted by 
the great railroads in order to obtain 
freight. Such things can only end iu 
disaster, with the inevitable conclusion of 
trade (lowing buck into its natural courses 



again when normal conditions prevail 
once more. It is for these reasons that 
Canada will have to do all things possible 
to make her great route popular and re- 
move from it any obstruction that may 
injure its welfare. The route should be 
free of all government tolls. It is asserted 
that owing to the fierce competition of 
railways, inland waterways oiler now no 
inducement for transportation. It is 
claimed that the freeing of the Erie 
canal has accomplished little, and 
oven the widening of that waterway 
would bo of no advantage to our own 
trade. It. is easy to prove this in dull 
times. Hut tho proposition will not bold 
good of a waterway like the St. Lawrence 
and its western canal connections. The 
Erie canal helped to make New York what 
it is and helps to maintain its supremacy. 
The Welland canal does tho same for Mon- 
treal. The latter port is the natural outlet 
for the Northwest. Although over 000 
miles from the sea, it harbors big ocean 
steamers which are thereby so much nearer 
the exporter and producer. And the law is 
absolute thut the nearer the ocean currier 
can get to the producer tho more likely is 
the port of the district to grow and com- 
mand trade. The magnificent jvaterway 
from the ocean to Montreal is free, but the 
other part of the great trade route, the 
part that as much, if not more even than 
the railroads, makes the route, the water 
route from Montreal westward, is not fie.-. 
The whole route suffers in consequence. 
The canal toll aiilitateH against it. The 
toll is an extra charge sufficient in these 
times of excessive competition to drive 
trade elsewhere. Canada ina;, be induced 
to spend moueyto open up the Hudson Haj 
! route. The days will emu- again when 
schemes based upon imaginary brilliant 
prospects and promising no end of benefits 
will be ottered to the public and be support- 
ed. The prospectus of the Hudson Bay 
route will be written yet and ill glowing 
numbers. Hut Canada will do more for her 
merchants and place her trade upon a better 
and firmer basis by fleeing from all canal 
tolls the magnificent trade route from her 
grain fields to Europe.

Kiel's Ouilt Undoubted.. 

Wixxipko, June 17. — A specinl from Bat- 
tleford states that Lieut. Brock, with Scout 
Bird, returned from Col. Ottor's camp to- 
night with dispatches lor Gen. Middle ton. 
The march lo JacMsh lake whs very dilli- 
cult. Tho heat and mosquitoes were some- 
ting terrible. Some men fainted, while 
others wore smistruck, but not dangerously. 
Two days from here the roads and heat be- 
came simply horrible. Ohms stuck several 
times, delaying the column. When within 
ten miles of Turtle lake they had to turn 
back three miles for water. On Friday 
they found it impossible to get guns or 
wagons alonp; and started westward, the 
country becoming worse every wile. Much 
of the marching was what the boys call 
"beating the bushes." They came that 
night close to the previous night's camp. 
Scouts were sent on to Turtle hike. The 
column reached Turtle river ou the 13th, 
camping ou the south side. On the 14th 
the Ottawa Guards and Queen's Own were 
to arrive. The whole country there was im- 
passible for guns or wagons. The inten- 
tion was to go next day to Stony lake, ton 
miles further east. Scout Bird says on 
Sunday Otter came ou Big Bear's camp, 
only two day's old, and found a hair brush 
with McLean's name ou it. He believes 
the enemy is going toward Green lake. Gen. 
Middletou lias therefore a wild goose chase. 

THE PRISONERS WITH BIO ttKAR. 

Father Legotl says tho prisoners had 
hard usage when the Indiana made their 
hitsty re-treat after hearing of the approach 
of the troops. Mrs McLean and her 
children had to walk. Tliey fell down 
exhausted among the horses' feet, and 
asked to be allowed lo die where they 
were. Their captors kicked them up and 
forced them onward. The Chippewayuns 
were not in the tight at Frenchman's 
Butte, haviny purchased their release tho 
previous day by giving forty cattle. Big 
Bear, however, sent after them, but they 
declined to return. 

The camp at Krog Lake, deserted by 
Big Boar, is admirably suited for defence, 
a broad natural wall protecting one side 
As his bacon and dour were left there, it 
is thought he may return. The Midlands 
are in the vicinity and detachments were 
sent to day to guard the Hudson's Bay 
store, eight miles south, and another store 
at the crossing of the Beaver. Tho Gijth 
has been stationed three miles east. 
There is no forage for the stock, but sup- 
plies are reported to be mi rmitt at Frog 
Lake, and will probably be hero in a few 
days. The men are in excellent spirits. 

Battlkforu, midnight, June 15. — In 
the investigation which has been going on 
here with reference to tho murder of Bur 
nard Fremont, the Swiss farmer killed 
in tho outbreak, two Indians have sworn 
that they were acting under Kiel's instruc- 
tions when the murder occurred. 

On Saturday Pound-Maker acknow- 
ledged the roce-ipl of four letters from 
Kiel, one of which he said lie had left in 
his tent near his reserve. A party of po 
lice, taking with them Bound-Maker's 
brother-in-law, the renegade white Jef- 
ferson were sent at once to look for it. 
They returned to-day, having found the 
lotter where Bound- Maker said he had 
loft it. It will, no doubt, be a vory im- 
portant document at Kiel's trial. It is 
dated from Fish Creek, tho day after 
Gen. Middleton's tight there, and states 
that Riel had killed 300 police. It then 
orders Pound-Maker, if Battloford has 
not already been captured, to capture it 
at unco, and kill all the white peoplu 
ihoro. The letter then goes on to Bay 
that when that has been done, Kiel will 
attack und destroy tho volunteers and 
join Pound Maker at Battloford. The 
letter is signed by Kiel himself. 

Two Specimens of Russian 
.1 ustice. 

Lisogub was a rich proprietor whoso 
worst offense was aiding with money, the 
revolutionary cause . Drigo, his steward 
and confidant, betrayed him, and received 
us recompense for his treason his benefac- 
tor's considerable property. The govern- 
ment, however, hoping to turn the infor- 
mers services to further account, did not 
expose him. Drigo neither appeared as a 
witness against Lisogub, nor was his evi- 
dence mentioned in the indictment. Tho 
facts were privately communicated to the 
judges before the trial by Paniutin, who 
told them, at the same tune, that LiBogub 
must die. The order was obeyed, tho 
capital sentence duly passed, and on the 
10th of August, 187SI, Lisogub was hanged. 

Some five years ago — to be exact, on 
February 23, 1880— there took place at 
Kieff, under I he rule of Gen. Tehertkov, 
the trial of n young pupil of the gymna- 
sium named Ronovski. While searching 
his room tho police found a proclamation 
of the executive committee. "Does this 
belong to you I" asked one of tho search- 
ers. "Yea, it belongs to me." "Who 
«ave it to you i" "That I cannot Bay; I 
am not ii spy ," was the answer. In ordi- 
nary times he would have been sent to 
Siberia by the administrative order, with- 
out trial; possibly, as he was a minor — 
nineteen years old— he might have got oil 
with a term of e.\ilo m one of the northern 
provinces. But on the 5th of the same 
mouth, an attempt had been made to blow 
up the Winter palace. Gou. Tehertkov 
was in the same truculent mood as Gen. 
TodU-ben. A n example was needed, and 
young Kosovski paid with his life tho 
penalty of other men's deeds. His sen- 
tence w as death, and he died on the scaf- 
fold the 5th March, 1880. — Russia under 
ifie Tzars, by Stepniak. 

Northwest Rebel Prisoners. 

Fokt Qd'Appellk, June 17. — Lnst even- 
ing an escort consisting of fifty mounted po- 
lice, twenty-live special constables and six 
of the governor -general's body guard, un- 
der the command of Inspector Fraser, hav- 
ing in charge the rebel prisoners, camped 
about four miles north of this place. Evory 
precaution was taken to prevent the rescue 
of Jackson, Kiel's secretary. He endeav- 
ors to keep up the crazy dodge, but many 
think him quite rational. Gaiuau claims 
strongly that bo was forced into the posi- 
tion he took. They all seem to feel keenly 
the position in which they are placed, and 
claim if they had not been assured by the 
priests that they would not be harmed they 
would never have been captured. The 
Winnipeg cavalry met them at Bedsou, '25 
miles north of Touchwood, and escorted 
them some miles south. 

Beaver Uiykb, via Battleford, June 18— 
Gen. Middletou, with . about 300 mounted 
men, arrived this morning and camped. 
The General had tho Chippewa\nus brought 
before him. .After hearing tln-ir story he 
expressed the opinion that they should bo 
punished for joining liig Bear. Gen. 
Strango's board of enquiry found eight of 
them guilty of rebelling and meeting to 
rebel. 

Portage la Prairie, Juno 18. — Private 
aud reliable letters received from members 
of the 'Jlst battalion of Fort Qu'Appelle say 
they expect serious trouble there with the 
Indians. Star Blanket, the chief of the 
Pile Hill Indians, was taken prisoner and 
sent to Regina. 



A PENNSYLVANIA <iIIOST. 

Tlic Scene of a Crime Haunted 
by a Strange Spirit. 

LEBANON (Pa.), June 1G. — Several 
years ago, during tho speculative in- 
surance mania, Joseph Ruber was found 
drowned in Indian Town creek, in a 
desolated portion of this country. It 
was afterwards developed that he was 
drowned for tho insurance on his life, 
which was several hundred thousand 
dollars. Five neighbors were hanged 
for killing the old' man. It is now al- 
leged that the usually quiet people be- 
tween Swattra and Indian Town gaps 
are nightly aroused by unearthly 
screams along the creek, and trust 
worthy, citizens declare that a strange 
figure is continually pacing up and 
down the pathway where the crime 
was committed. It Hies w hen people ap- 
proach, but just before it disappears, 
and, as in a mist, shakes its head, 
points to the quiet waters of the creek, 
and utters a strange sound, like a 
death-rattle. Those wdio claim to have 
seen it, say it is the figure of a man 
dressed in gray. Several hundred per- 
sons say they have seen the ghost. 
Some insist that it is the spirit of old 
man Reber, while others think it is one 
of the live innocent men w ho were 
hanged coming back to ear'h to trouble 
his prosecutors and the people who 
perjured themselves in bringing him to 
the gallows.
